‘sistant commissioner, the whole bazar would have been ‘burnt. 
As soon as he received notice of: the outbreak ‘of ‘fire, he sent 
for a number of British soldiers'who were: able to extinguish 
the fire in about two hours. - Fortunately there was no strong 
‘wind at the time. Before the arrival of the British soldiers 
‘some native: youths also rendered important services in extin- 
‘guishing the fire and received some injuries. The Govern- 
‘ment should grant some substantial reward to all those. persons 
who took part in extinguishing the fire. No man should be 
allowed to keep any combustible article in the bazas. 
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
